Saturday, March 
3, from Clarke for a 15-hour drive to Waveland, 
Mississippi. They will stay overnight near St. Louis, 
then make the rest of their journey the following 
morning. 

The two students heading the trip are two senior 
nursing students, Katie Strub and Allison Loan, 
who also attended the hurricanc relief trip last 
year. 

“Everyone thinks New Orleans when they hear 
Hurricane Katrina, but there are a lot of other 
cities that were affected,” Strub said. 

The group held weekly meetings to talk about 
what is going to happen on this trip and also what 
it méans to help out those in need. They started 
out their last mecting by decorating candles that 
they will bring with them on the trip. 

“The candles are to remind ts of God's presence 
throughout this trip,” Mary Coan said. “This time 


next week our first day of work will be 
over.” 
The group will be helping rebuild this | 
year as opposed to last year’s visit to |:; 
New Orleans when they did mostly 
tear down work. The group is very 
excited about their trip and the oppor- 
tunity to help out. At every meeting 
they bring in different facts about 
Waveland so they can learn as much as 
they can before they get there. 
“It will be nice to see a new part of 
the country and to help all those peo- 
ple affected by the hurricane,” first 
year grad student physical training 
KeriAnne Brooks said. 
Every student needs to have medical 
records, insurance information in case 
of injuries and the proper forms filled 
out before they can go on the trip. They are also 
encouraged to pack very lightly, to only bring the 
bare minimum, due to space restraints. They will 
also be making their own food. 
They will be working approximately 10 hour days 
most likely siding houses and finishing houses. 
“Whatever they need us to do we do it,” Coan 
said. During thcir last meeting they had a discus- 
sion about a Bible passage where Jesus talks about 
giving out of poverty rather than out of abun-

“Tuition”: one of the most 
dreaded words a college stu- 
dent hears. At the beginning 
of each semester, students’ 
bank accounts plummet to 
pay for college. Asat colleges 
across the nation, tuition at 
Clarke will increase this fall. 
“Tuition increases are based 
on increases in the cost of liv- 
ing, much like a_ salary 
increase. It is something we 
take seriously, but often can't 
help,” said Dee McCormick, 
the VP for Business and 
Finance at Clarke. “The cost 
of living continues to rise; gas 
prices continue to go up, heat- 
ing costs have risen some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
30 percent in the last nwo 
years, and salaries and benefits 
for faculty and staff are a 
huge part of our expenses.” 
With the Board of Trustees 
and the college administration 
increasing tuition 5 percent 
next year, 2 percent less then 
students have

“It is already hard for college 
students, including me, to pay 
for college,” said Kyle 
Webber, a junior psychology 


major. “By raising the tuition

A s you stand in line at a local Starbucks 

you may feel a little overwhelmed. 

‘The person ahead of you orders a 

triple venti caramel non-fat no-foam mocha. 

What? When did ordering coffee become so 
hard? 

Well, I’m here to help. | am a barista (just a 
fancy name for a server of coffee) at the 
Starbucks Drive-Thru Asbury Plaza location 
and I promise it isn’t that hard to understand. 

For the most part, people order drinks right 
off our menu board with only a few modifi- 
cations to their drink. However, according to 
starbucks.com there are over 2 million differ- 
ent drinks that can be created. . 

So, let’s take this step by step. If you look at 
a to-go cup you will see six boxes, each one 
adds to the originality of the Starbucks world. 

Decaf is self explanatory; however, you may 
also order a half decaf where half the espres- 
so will be decaf and the other regular. Next is 
the shots box. One shot is called a single, two 
a double, three a triple, and four a quad. 
These refer to espresso shots in your drink.

Order the drink as a 
macchiato. These drinks have the espresso 
shot on top of the milk and foam which 
makes them bolder. “Macchiato” means “to 
mark” in Italian. 

Finally is the drink box. This tells what the 
base of your drink is. A cappuccino refers to 
a drink that is half foam and half milk. This 
makes the coffee bitter and with a stronger 
coffee taste. A latte has only a quarter of an 
inch of foam and the rest milk. Lattes are 
sweeter and the most popular drinks at 
Starbucks. 

So the next time you walk into Starbucks I 
challenge you to order using your newly 
understood lingo. Even if you are off we still 
get a good idea of what you want. And if you 
order incorrectly and don’t like your drink, no 
worries; we will always remake it for you. So 
experiment and try something new!
